A large bulletin of Indiana statis­ 
tics sent out by the census bureau 
under the Ignited States department 
of commerce and labor, was received 
here today and contains some valu­ 
able information 
concerning 
Rush 
county. The bulletin is divided into 
three tables which gives by counties 
valuable data concerning agriculture 
in Indiana. 
One table is devoted to population, 
number of farms, farm area, value of 
farm property, number and value of 
domestic animals and 
poultry 
and 
bees for 1910. 
Another table gives 
the number of farms, farm area and 
value of farm property, operated by 
owners, tennuuL-, and managers re­ 
spectively in 1910; 
also the color 
and nativity of 
farm 
operators. 
Statistics of farm mortgages are in­ 
cluded iii this table. 
The third table 
itemizes the farm expenses and pre­ 
sents the acreage and yield of prin­ 
cipal crops for the crop-year, 1909. 
Not withstanding 
the 
very great 
importance and utility of this bulle­ 
tin it is entirely impracticable for this 
Bureau to attempt the preparation 
and distribution of press abstracts 
which would be adapted to the indi­ 
vidual requirements of each and ev­ 
ery paper circulated in all the coun­ 
ties of the State in question. 
This 
step iii the dissemination of the agri­ 
cultural statistics must, therefore, be 
left to the enterprise and public spirit 
of the papers themselves. 
The first table shows Rush county 
to have a population of 19,349 as 
against 20,148 in 1909 
and 2,143 
farms as against 2,267 in 19Q9. 
In 
the county there are 2,098 white 
farmers, 23 foreign-born white and 
22 negro and other non-white. 
Classified by size there are 8 farms 
nuder three acres, 72 between 3 and 
9 acres, 82 from IO to 19 acres, 274 
from 20 to 49 acres, 662 from 50 to 
99 acres, 658 from IOO to 174 acres, 
246 from 175 to 259 acres, 121 from 
160 to 449, 20 from 500 to 999 acres 
and none of 1,000 acres and over. 
The table shows there are approxi­ 
mately 261,760 acres in this county, 
and 253,872 acres of this number are 
in farms. 
In 1909 there were 254,- 
870 acres In Rush county farm lands. 
There are 221,889 acres of improved 
land in the county as against 211,- 
274 acres in 1909. 
28,746 of the to­ 
tal acres devoted to farming are in 
woodland 3,227 acres are 
in 
other 
unimproved land. 
The per cent, of 
land in farms is 97, the per cent, of 
farm land improved is 87.4, the aver­ 
age acres per farm is 118.5 and the 
average improved acres per farm is 
103.5. 
The value of all farm property in 
Rush county is found to be $31,280,- 
415 and in 1909 the value was $16,- 
260,007 which 
proves 
conclusively 
that farm values in this county al­ 
most doubled themselves in a year. 
The per cent, of increase is 92.4. The 


land is valued at 
$24,233,305 
and 


1909 at $12,054,150.

farm buildings is $3,581,530 and in

of the case against Sweeny. 
At the 
termination of the trial Monday May­ 
or Mendenhall of Greensburg took the 
evidence under advisement, permit­ 
ting Sweeny to have his liberty with­ 
out bail. Grady admitted that he was 
drunk at the time of the alleged rob­ 
bery and the defense gave testimony 
that he was still very drunk on 
the 
follow ing day. 


The famous road case which was 
tried here one week ago last Satur­ 
day and in which John Newkara, a 
teamster of Richland township, is 
changed 
in an affidavit with he^vy 
hauling, promises to

proportions. 
If Newham is found 
guilty there will be 
approximately 
twenty other teamsters who will

After the affidavit was quashed in 
the hearing held here before Squire 
James Kratzer the corrected affidavit 
was filed before Squire John Helman 
of Andersonville. 
The case was to 
have come up before Squire Helman 
tomorrow, but has been sent to Squire 
Ben F. Ritchie of Milroy on a change 
of venue. 
The ease is set down for trial be­ 
fore Squire Riche for one week from 
tomorrow. Squire Riche has his con­ 
stable driving all over the southern 
end of the county to subpoena wit­ 
nesses for the case. There are thirty 
to be heard and it is likely that the 
hearing will occupy all of the day. 
The change of venue in the ‘case is 
the result of a failure to compro­ 
mise, 
It seems 
that 
most of the 
farmers in the township were averse 
to have a long and drawn-Out wran­ 
gle ami desired to end the contro­ 
versy. 
With thbr end in 
view the 
compromise was arranged but a State 
case can not be compromised without 
the defendants pleading guilty and 
paying the minimum fine. 
The defendant in the test ease, and 
the others who are 
alleged to be 
guilty of heavy hauling, came up be­ 
fore Squire Helman to plead guilty 
and pay their fine, they found that it 
was la rarer than they expected. When 
they found what the amount was they 
refused to pay and decided to con­ 
tinue to fight it. Their first move was 
to ask a eh an go of venue from Squire 
Helman. 
The alleged law 
violation 
took 
place in the read district over which 
John Ryan is supervisor. 
It is he 
who filed the affidavit against New­ 
bern, who is employed by Omer Stev­ 
ens. 
Ti is said that 
Ryan did not 
take this action on his own account 
but because a number o f farmers in 
the road district urged him to do it. 
It is understood 
that

agreed to stand behind him and see 
the prosecution through. 
John Ryan is a candidate for re­ 
elect ii rn as road supervisor and the 
election will be held Saturday. 
It is 
said that his recent action in regard 
to prosecuting men for heavy hauling 
will not hurt his chances in the least 
as every one realize s that ho is do­ 
ing his duty. 


The case would have been settled 
here one week ago last Saturday, but 
for a faulty affidavit. When the hear­ 
ing had almost been completed at­ 
torneys for the defense moved that 
the affidavit be quashed on the ground 
that it charged heavy hauling over 
a gravel road when the road in ques­ 
tion is macadam. It is understood 
that the new affidavit charges heavy 
hauling over both kinds of road.

publicans. 
Speaker Clark voted for 
the bill; Chairman Fitzgerald of the 
appropriations committee, and Under­ 
wood of the ways and means commit­ 
tee against it. 
The feature of the debate was Fitz­ 
gerald’s speech arraigning his col­ 
leagues for their favorable attitude 
toward the measure, and declaring 
that with its passage departed their 
last hope of effecting the reforms and 
economies in appropriations for which 
they have gone on record. 
The Republicans who voted against 
the Sherwood bill were Gardner, Mil­ 
let and McCall of M assachusetts; Hill, 
Connecticut;

withstanding Burris’s statem ent, the 
federal authorities are looking for Un­ 
derwood. 
It has been learned that the papers 
and documents, surrendered by H. S. 
Hockin to the federal authorities in 
pursuance of an arrangem ent by which 
Hockin is to “tell all he knows” and 
.escape prosecution, include the corre­ 
spondence of J. J. McNamara for the 
year 1910, and letters written to him, 
and copies of letters written by him 
early iii 1911 before his arrest. While 
•"any letters were taken at the time 
f the raid of the offices on April 22, 
the 1910 correspondence was not in­ 
cluded. 
It is said also that the evi­ 
dence now’ held by the federal grand 
jury is wanted in at least thirteen cit­ 
ies in the United States, to be used in 
investigating 
dynamite 
explosions 
which have occurred in those cities in 
the last few years. 
The cities which 
are mentioned as being interested are 
Detroit, . Boston, 
Brooklyn, 
Kansas 
City, Cincinnati, Buffalo, St. Louis, 
Omaha, Cleveland, Salt Lake, Chicago 
and Peoria. 
All had explosions. 
Leo M. Rappaport, who has been 
attorney for the structural iron work­ 
ers for the last five years, has asked 
some of the government officials to 
give him information as to what men 
are wanted, if indictments are return­ 
ed against members of the executive 
board. 
Rappaport has given the as­ 
surance that he will aid the govern­ 
ment officials in locating whatever 
men might he wanted. 
There is a wrell founded report that 
the government has evidence against 
six labor leaders and that the investi­

Nearly 
every 
woman 
nowadays 
cherishes a Japanese gown, for house 
wear without realizing how interest­ 
ing.a garm ent it is. The sleeves them­ 
selves have a curious history. 
From 
the middle of the sixteenth century 
they began to increase in length, and, 
especially those for young ladies, have 
extended till now they are from three 
to four feet. 
This style, known as 
furisode, became very fashionable. 
The width of the obi, or sash, has 
also varied, at first from two and a 
half to three apd a half inches, and 
to six, seven, eight and nine inches. 
It is interesting to note that our 
own new fashions in 
sleeves 
and 
sashes originated among the common 
people of Japan, and from them w’ere 
finally adopted by the upper classes. 
The young ladies of the Samuri class 
W’ere the first to follow the papular 
styles in this respect, and the higher 
classes began to follow suit, until now 
these fashions prevail everywhere. 
It is only from about the middle of 
the seventh century, that the women 
of the leaver classes began to wear 
the long haori, or overcoat, at present 
so common among all classes of both 
sexes. This garment w’as originally a 
duster W’orn by men to protect their

LEE THROWS A 
BOMB IN CAMP 


Indiana Republican Chairman 


Says Taft Can't Carry State. 


ISSUES A FORMAL STATEMENT 


Just as the National Committee Had 


Concluded Its Business W ith a Fair 


Degree of Harmony, Edwin M. Lee, 


Chairman of the Indiana State Com­ 


mittee, Came Out W ith a Review of 


the Situation as He Sees It. 


W ashington, Dec. 13.—Chicago gets 
the Republican national convention of 
1912 and the opening date of the big 
m eeting will be Tuesday, June 18. Ex- 
Governor John F. Hill of Maine was 
elected chairman by acclamation. 
By 
an overwhelming vote the committee 
defeated the presidential primary plan, 
only seven members supporting Sena­ 
tor Borah, who forced the issue. 
The supporters of Harry New had 
no difficulty in forcing his election as 
chairman of the com mittee on arrange­ 
ments, which is to name the tempora­ 
ry officers of the national convention. 
The resignation of Frank H. Hitch­ 
cock as national chairman was accept­ 
ed. 
Mr. Hitchcock presented it on 
March 5, 1909, but it never had been 
accepted. 
The selection of Hill is de­ 
signed merely to bridge over the time 
until a chairman is selected to run 
the next campaign after the Chicago 
convention. 
The Republican national committee 
here had hardly decided these ques­ 
tions and concluded its other business 
with a fair show of harmony, when 
E. M. Lee, chairman of the Republican 
state committee of Indiana and ex- 
Senator Beveridge’s lieutenant, issued 
this formal statement: 
“Mr. Taft cannot carry Indiana. 
If 
he is the Republican nominee our fight 
is lost before a gun is fired. 
As one 
of lite original friends who labored for 
him night and day, I have been driven 
to this knowiedge with extreme re­ 
luctance. 
"I had hoped he would be the man 
to lead us next year, and have person­ 
ally declared for him three separate 
tim es. 
I have spent the last eight 
months traveling over Indiana, have 
visited each county in the state and 
some counties many times. 
For a 
tim e it looked as if we might pull Mr. 
Taft through, and I have fostered fa­ 
vorable sentim ent for him wherever 
I could because I am his personal 
friend, and it seem s logical and good 
party politics that he should succeed 
himself. 
From the first, however, T 
found no earnest, enthusiastic ^*ntl- 
ment for him. 
The feeling of the pre­ 
cinct workers and the rank and file 
seemed to be one of suffrance— that he 
had the solid south and would he nam­ 
ed, and we might as well make the 
best of it. 
In the last two months 
sentim ent has changed to pronounced 
dissatisfaction with Mr. Taft as our 
leader. 
A few days ago I sent a letter 
to our precinct com mitteemen—there 
are over 3,000 of them—asking for a 
statem ent of political conditions in 
their precinct. I have already received 
hundreds of replies. 
Four out of five 
of these letters of precinct committee­ 
men state that there is dissatisfaction 
with Mr. Taft among the voters, al­ 
though in my letter I did not ask for 
opinions on that point but only for 
general conditions. 
“This proves to me w hat my per­ 
sonal contact with our voters—and I 
have personally interviewed thousands 
of them in the last eight m onths—has 
led me to fear, there is not the slight­ 
est chance to carry Indiana for Taft.” 


How It Was Rsceived. 


So far as Mr. Lee personally is con­ 
cerned, this statem ent is not received 
in W ashington with any large degree 
of seriousness. 
An unsuccessful ap 
plicant for several jobs under the pres­ 
ident and about to be deposed from 
the chairm anship of the Indiana state 
committee, Mr. Ivee has a private ax 
to grind. Republican national leaders, 
however, look beyond Lee himself and 
discern in his statem ent a move on 
the part of Beveridge’s wing of tile 
Republican party in Indiana to fail in 
behind the Roosevelt movement.

METHODS OF SOIL 
CONSERVATION 


By G. I. CHRISTIE, Superintendent of 
Purdue University Agricultural Extension

“Conservation as it Applies to Soil 
Fertility,” was the general theme dis­ 
cussed in an address before the In­ 
diana Conservation Congress at In­ 
dianapolis, Ind., on October 28 by Prof. 
G. I. Christie, superintendent of Pur­ 
due University’s department of agri­ 
cultural extension. 
“Conservation does not mean that 
the elem ents of plant food are to be 
retained in the soil at the expense of 
good crops,” declared Prof. Christie. 
Large and profitable crops must be 
produced on every acre every year in 
order that the farmers and people of 
the city may live. 
“Just how these maximum crops 
can ne raised at a profit year after 
year is the problem. 
Most every fer­ 
tile soil will produce good crops for a 
number of years, even If no atten­ 
tion Is given to soil management. But 
the problem of raising crops for the 
next five or ten years is a small one 
compared with that of producing these 
large crops’ every year, and at tho 
same time manage the soil so that 25 
or 50 years from now this land will 
still be capable of producing as large, 
if not larger, crops than it does at 
the present time.” 


Tile Drainage a Factor. 
Tile drainage, says Professor Chris­ 
tie, has been found to be of Immense 
value in securing better soil condi­ 
tions. 
A wet cold soil will not pro­ 
duce the best crops. 
Tile drainage 
possesses the following advantages: 
1. Removes the free water from the 
soil. 
2. Makes it possible for the air to 
circulate more freely through the soil, 
thus warm ing the soil and aiding In 
the development of desirable soil proc­ 
esses. 
3. Lowers the water level and in­ 
creases the feeding area for plant 
roots. 
4. Makes It possible for water from 
rains and snows to pass down through 
the soil rather than over the surface, 
and thus reduces 
soil 
washing 
or 
erosion. 
5. Tile drainage also results in large 
crops. 
The soils and crops depart- 
University 
Expert

acre (of 
corn) on the tiled land and 61.8 bush­ 
els per acre on the untiled land. 
Rotation Cropping Desirable. 
The growth of one crop continuotts- 
ly on the same land is unprofitable. 
To secure the best results, declared 
Professor Christie, a system atic rota­ 
tion, including a legume crop, should 
be employed. 
“The soil department 
of Purdue University has conducted 
experiments with different system s of 
crop rotation for a period of 20 year^ 
and has secured some valuable and 
interesting data. 
“For instance, while corn contin­ 
uously grown showed a yield of 33 
bushels per acre, corn grown in rota­ 
tion, containing 
clover, 
yielded 
57 
bushels per acre. 
Likewise, 
wheat 
grown continuously, produced a yield 
of 18.3 bushels per acre, against 22.1! 
bushels per acre when the crops were 
rotated containing clover.” 


More Legume Crops Needed. 
Professor 
Christie 
believes 
that 
farmers should grow legumes. 
They 
are valuable both as soil improvers 
and stock foods, finding an important 
place in the rations of most 
farm 
stock. They add nitrogen and organic 
matter to the soil, and experim ents on 
the Purdue plats show the soy beans 
and cow peas to be valuable as cover 
crops on wheat stubble land. 
Specific­ 
ally, the average of a two-year tost 
shows a presence of 7.6 tons per acre 
of green organic matter (tops only) 
and 138.5 pounds per acre of nitrogen 
in the tops and roots. 
‘T he maintenance of organic mat­ 
ter and nitrogen in the soil is one of 
the problems of the farmer,” added 
Professor 
Christie. 
“Clover 
should 
form part of the crop rotation, but if 
this crop fails, the soy beans and cow­ 
peas will prove valuable substitutes.” 
Crop-Feeding on the Farm. 
The speaker commended the idea 
of feeding of crops to live stock on 
the farm and returning the manure 
to the land. 
By this method, he siJd,

only returns plant food, but it carries
